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Why I Collect “Canadian Stamps” 


By T. C. Berkeley, President of 
T.T.C. Stamp Club 


I collect the Stamps of Canada for 
several very good reasons, the first 
of which is that they are the stamps 


of the country I live in and for which 
I have a deep affection. 


The stamps have always been of 
high quality, and have never been 
speculative, that is to say, they have 
never been issued for the sole pur- 
pose of collecting money from phil- 
atelists, to the contrary, the Small 
Cents Issue of 1870 was in circulation 
for 27 years, the longest period for 
any set in the world, and the 15 cent 
value of the 1868 or Large Cents Is- 
sue was in use for 33 years, an all 
time record. 


The design and engraving of the 
stamps issued in the first five dec- 
ades was full of romance and absorb- 
ing interest, for the firm of Rawden, 
Wright, Hatch and Edson of New 
York, who designed and printed them 
were tops in the field of engraving 
and employed some of the greatest 
bank note engravers in the world, 
and in those days engraving was at 
its zenith, so that stamps issued in 
those years may truly be called “The 
Classics.” 

Luckily for the Canada collector 
many of these later classics, that is 
the Issue of 1859 which includes the 
5 cent “Beaver”, the Large Cents of 
1868 and the Small Cents of 1870- 
1897 are still quite plentiful and eves 
the scarcest are only moderately ex- 
pensive, and there is such a wide 
range of shades that even the collec- 
tor with the slimmest purse can be- 
come a specialist. 

The 1897 Jubilee Issue follows 
these classics, and may be rightly 
called classics themselves, the lower 
values are still inexpensive and each 
value is in a most attractive colour, 
of course when these stamps came 
out many said they were quite un- 
necessary, but those who could look 
ahead rode far and wide on their 
bicycles to purchase sets from coun- 
try Post Offices, as the sets began 
to disappear from those in the cities. 

Following these came the Maple 
Leaf and the Numeral Issues of 


Queen Victoria, atractive and digni- 
fied, with a truly regal portrait of 
the Great Queen, a block of four of 


one or two values, really sets up your 
album page. 

The Edward VII Issue is not nearly 
as easy to pick up as it used to be, 
the 50 cent value mint, being a rar- 
ity. Does everyone know that the 
design for this stamp was selected 
for Canada by King George V ? 

Following these stamps came the 
“Admiral” Issue of 1918, showing 
George V in an admiral’s uniform, it 
is acclaimed by many as the finest 
stamp of this monarch ever printed, 
and with this issue we get the first 
of the Coil Stamps, many of which 
are rapidly advancing in value. 

In 1928 appeared the first issue 
wherein the high values show various 
Canadian Scenes, always one for the 
Maritimes, one for Quebec, one for 
Ontario, one for the Prairie Prov- 
inces and lastly one for British 
Columbia. Some very beautiful 
stamps have graced these issues, and 
call to mind the “Bluenose” placed 
amongst the first five most beautiful 
stamps ever printed, the Mountain 
dollar showing Mount Hurd in the 
Rockies, the 50 cent Grand Pre of the 
same issue, and so on to the not too 
many Commemorative Stamps we 
have issued, each telling its own 
story, such as the United Empire 
Loyalists, the Royal William, the 
Jacques Cartier and the 1935 Silver 
Jubilee set. 

If I am looking for beauty and 
grace in design I find it in our en- 
graved Canadian stamps, if I want to 
learn the history of our country it 
is to be found again and again in 
the handsome pictorial stamps and if 
I am calculating and want to be sure 
I am investing my money wisely, 
when I buy stamps, I am certain of 
my ground when I purchase Canad- 
ian Stamps. 

With the exception of the few very 
early stamps you and I can make a 
complete collection of Canada that 
will be a proud possession, the envy 
of other philatelists and a sound in- 
vestment.

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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 


My good friend Norman Caudwell 
reports three more plate 6 of the 4c 
orange from Toronto. They are also 
from the LR position. I must con- 
gratulate Mr. Caudwell on the ac- 
quisition of this block. I know of no 
other recent convert to plate blocks 
who has made such progress as he. 
Keep up the good work, Norman! 

It is reliably reported that plate 
three has been used in printing the 
Royal Visit stamp, after plate one 
broke. Watch for this one. 

The big event this month as far 
as I was concerned, was the acquisi- 
tion of one of the 1939 Royal Visit 
“impossibles.” It is 2-4 UL of the Ic, 
and although badly centred, a very 
desirable item. 


Its purchase was the result of a 
trip to Ottawa to visit the Ottawa 
Philatelic Society and speak to them 
on my favourite subject. I was very 
much impressed by the members of 
the Society and was especially glad 
to find them in agreement with me 
when I put in a good word for Popu- 
lar Stamps. 

Some discussion has arisen as to 
the best stamp, from point of view, 
if possible, appreciation in value, is- 
sued this year. My own choice is not 
one of the seven commemoratives, 
but the lowly four cent orange and 
I am not here referring to the scarce 
plate six. I think it will be found that 
plate eleven is a very good one, and 
I am not sure that plate twelve is 
so very common either. I hope in a 
short time to have more definite 
figures on this. Once the commem- 
oratives have run their course and 
the new plates of the orange appear, 
the situation will be clearer. 

The only stamp which could change 
my choice for “Stamp of the Year” 
had not appeared at time of writing, 
and may not appear till next year. [ 
refer to the new three cent red which 
could be a very interesting issue. 
Keep an eye out for it! 

I am always glad to hear of an 
interest in Canadian plate blocks on 
the part of our friends south of the 
border, and so I was especially happy 
to hear from Mr. Fred Savage of 
Shillington, Penn. He writes “I am 


trying plate blocks in matched sets 
of Canada. I thought the country was 
clean and had such a good record in 
the past and would surely keep it up. 
I sure hope it does!” 

And so I think, say all of us. The 
centering of recent issues is enough 
to discourage the most persistent col- 
lector. I certainly hope something can 
be done before Canada loses the good 
reputation to which Mr. Savage 
refers. 


ON BUYING STAMPS 

We presume a large number of our 
readers buy stamps as well as read 
about them. We can hardly believe 
you can round out a collection 
through exchanging or from club 
books or the doubtful source of dona- 
tions from non-collector friends. You 
will have to buy somewhere to fill in 
wants and get them enen you want 
them if growth of your collection is 
to progress with any speed. We know 
you can collect a lifetime and never 
get all you want but one does like to 
get a desirable showing each and 
every season. This is all to the point 
that you can’t build a representative 
collection without buying. Our inter- 
est in the matter is that we have ad- 
vertisers soliciting a share of your 
purchases. When you buy from them 
tell them that you saw their ad in 
P.S. We want them to know that 
their ads were the means of bringing 
you together. We want their contracts 
again for 1952. Your purchases are 
the moving force in this. Without ads 
in reasonable numbers P.S. could not 
be published. Subscriptions alone 
wouldn’t pay costs of publishing the 
class of magazine we bring out. Only 
cheap pulp fiction magazines with cir- 
culation in the hundreds of thousands 
can manage without ads. No stamp 
magazine can hope to have a circula- 
tion like that, hence need for adver- 
tising revenue. Nor would a stamp 
magazine satisfy the reader without 
ads. Their offerings carry as much 
or more information than the edi- 
torial sections.

GLORIES FADE AND 
PASS AWAY 

The following story in a recent CP 
despatch intrigues us. Once famous 
as a mining town and the highest 
city in Canada its glories lie in the 
past. Has it left its impress in a 
philatelic way? Who has a cover 
from this point? Lets hear from 
someone in Trail. 


Canada’s Highest City Passes With 
Burial Of Last Inhabitant 


Phoenix, B.C., Dec. 6—(CP)—The 
snow fell softly Wednesday on the 
freshly-dug earth covering the grave 
of Phoenix’ last inhabitant. 

William Henry Bambury was the 
last citizen of what was once Can- 
ada’s highest city—a bustling mining 
town of five churches, 17 saloons, 
two railways, an opera house, three 
schools and 3,500 people. 
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Two persons stayed. One was a 
Belgian caretaker named Adolf Sercu 
who signed himself 4 Paw. For years 
4 Paw paraded the city’s rotting 
streets with a .30-.30 rifle under his 
arm and a homemade badge on his 
chest. He died in 1942. 

The other who stayed was Bam- 
bury. He came to British Columbia 
from Portsmouth, England, to work 
on the Canadian Pacific. He arrived 
here in 1900 at the age of 33 to work 
as a carpenter. 

He never left except for a few 
months in hard winters when he 
made his way to the hotel in the 
nearby mining town of Greenwood. 

He did leave again, in October, to 
go to hospital in Trail. But he return- 
ed. At his request he was buried in 
the cemetery on the hillside near the 
old Coppermine’s glory hole. 

Granby Consolidated Mining and 
Smelting Company took 13,500,000 
tons of copper ore out of Phoenix’ 
mountains which rise 25 miles north 
of the U.S. border and 300 miles east 
of Vancouver. 

At 4,300 feet, Phoenix was the 
highest incorporated city in Canada. 
It dropped its incorporation in 1919. 
The world’s ski championships were 
once held here. 


LINDSAY STAMP CLUB 


Last February the Lindsay Stamp 
Club was formed when a number of 
enthusiasts met and formed the club. 
Chas. Heals is Sec.-Treas.; Murray 
Grant, Vice Pres.;.and F. S. Chrich- 
ton, Pres., and Dr. Schwarz, Counsel- 
lor.

There 
are some 15 members so far and 
more coming in. They had a display 
of 7 frames at their Fall Exhibition 


this year, it being the first time 
stamps were displayed there. The

most interesting hobby.

ent trade name. 
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Stamps of The North 


by ERNEST A. KEHR 


(The following is taken from “THE BEAVER”, a Magazine of the North, 

published by the Hudson’s Bay Company, Winnipeg. We thank the Editor 

of this publication and Mr. Kehr, the author for permission to reprint the 
article and illustrations used with the original article.) 


Ever since October 2nd, 1950, when 
the new 10-cent, brown postage 
stamp of Canada was issued to “rep- 
resent fur resources . .. the only 
economic return from hundreds of 
thousands of square miles of the area 
of Canada,” trappers, furriers, stamp 
collectors and the public generally 
have laughed at a boner that was 
newsworthy from St. John’s to Daw- 
son. Officially described, the design 
shows “an Indian woman hanging up 


beaver skins mounted on stretchers 
to dry for the market, In the back- 
ground appears an Indian wigwam, 
the normal shelter used by these na- 
tives in the sparsely settled areas 
of Canada.” 

Considered from a technical view- 
point, the stamp represents good 
artistic design, the intaglio engrav- 
ing of craftsmen and top-flight 
printing, but there it stops. Some ex- 
perts might question the statement 
that such a wigwam or teepee as is 
shown, is “the normal shelter” of 
Indians in the sparsely settled areas 
of Canada; but obviously the artist 
never took a close look at a real wig- 
wam. On the stamp the poles over 
which hides or tarpaulins are stretch- 
ed, just about meet at the top. 
Actually wigwam poles are laid be- 
tween the forks of three basic poles 
which have been lashed together to 
form the strong support the covering 
requires to stand against the ele- 
ments, and the tops generally extend 
at least one foot above the forks. A 
wigwam constructed in the manner 
shown on the stamp most certainly 
would collapse. 

Again, the size of the pelts in the 
stamp’s vignette is an exaggeration 
which made veterans wonder whether 


they’d been trapping only runts in 


the past. There are three beaver 


skins in the design, all of them of 
large or blanket size, but the largest 
is as tall as the Indian woman hang- 
ing them up to dry. Figuring that the 
average Indian woman is about 62 
inches tall that pelt ought to be a 
museum trophy! The largest beaver 


skins are not more than 50 inches 
long. 


Nevertheless this stamp does focus 
attention upon other stamps of the 
North, issued in the past to remind 
Canadians and the world that there 
is plenty of history, wealth and civil- 
ization north of the transcontinental 
railways. 

The first, a 12-cent, blue stamp of 
1927, shows a map of the Dominion, 
to dramatically illustrate how Can- 
ada had grown since 1867, when Con- 
federation united four of the eastern 
provinces under a single government. 

Another, issued in 1935, pays trib- 
ute to the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and its part in the expansion 
from cities, trading posts and fron- 
tier settlements to the very shores 
of the Arctic Ocean. While the 
“Mountie” is officially unidentified in 
postal records, persons who ought to 
know say it is the late Sir James 
MacBrien, Commissioner of the R.C.- 
M.P., on his favourite horse, Canuck. 

Three years later, a 20-cent, red- 
brown stamp featured the Fort 
Garry Gate, a reminder of the 
pioneer days of Manitoba, which still 
stands in the heart of Winnipeg not 
far from the home of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, with whose original 
development the gate is so closely 
related. 

In 1938, air-mail service had been 
consolidated into a vast network of 
routes that covered every part of the 
Dominion, linked even remote settle- 
ments with the through aerial arter- 
ies and made Canadian air-mail ser- 
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vice available to all citizens at a 
standard low rate. 


To convey to all Canadians the 
availability of such dominionwide 
service, postal officials in Ottawa 
contracted with the Canadian Bank 
Note Company to supply six-cent air- 
mail stamps with an appropriate de- 
sign. 

An actual photograph, or even a

suitable drawing of the necessary 
view was not available in the capital, 
so the designer was instructed to use 
whatever could be obtained and de- 
vise a composite. From the March, 
1937, Beaver he procured a photo- 
graph of the Company’s S.S. Distrib- 
utor, taken the year before at Fort 
Wrigley, on the Mackenzie River, 
about Lat. 63 degrees, by the late 
Richard N. Hourde. Although the de- 
signer elongated the ship, to occupy 
more artistically the rectangular 
vignette, it still is an unmistakable 


- and typical picture of the sub-Arctic 


region. To fill in the left foreground, 
the artist used portions of a photo- 
graph taken of “waterfront activities 
at Aklavik;” while the plane which 
flies above was copied from a twin- 
engine, pontoon-rigged aircraft in a 
photograph originally shot above the 
Montreal Harbour. 

In 1946, the North was honoured 
by two more postage stamps of that 
year’s regular series. The 10-cent, 
olive-green value depicts a general 
view of Great Bear Lake, while the 
seven-cent, deep blue air-mail ad- 
hesive shows a flight of Canada 
geese over Great Slave Lake. 

A stamp which should be included 
in this report is Canada’s four-cent 
green, issued on April 1, 1949, to 
mark the entry of Newfoundland and 
Labrador into the Dominion’s federa- 
tion. Produced by the Canadian Bank 
Note Company, in Ottawa, it depicts 
John Cabot’s Matthew in which his 
1497 voyages to this continent were 
made. Although this ship, often used 
as a symbol for the former independ- 
ent colony, was used many times on 
Newfoundland stamps, this was the 
first time that an accurate replica 
appeared. It was taken from an ac- 
tual scale model avocationally built 
by Ernest Maunder, a St. John’s 
tailor. All previous stamps showing 
this ship had been but artists’ “con 
ceptions”; indeed, at one time a pic- 
ture of Columbus’ Santa Maria was 
used and simply labeled, Matthew. 

Many of Newfoundland’s stamps 
could qualify as “stamps of the 


_ north,” for they depict such a variety 


of subjects as caribou, seals, seal 
hunting and Arctic bird life. One, 
however, must be included. It is 
known as the “Grenfell stamp.” 
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In this illustration the engraver elongated 
the ship somewhat. 
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In this picture he added a gang of men 
refuelling her with logs. 
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The completed stamp. 


Its exceptionally well designed and 
exquisitely engraved vignette shows 
Sir Wilfred Thomason Grenfell, Eng- 
lish medical missionary, clad in 
Arctie togs, standing on the bridge 
of his vessel, Strathcona II, gazing 
across berg-packed waters at his hos- 
pital ship, Maraval. The white cross 
in the corner was added to symbolize 
the Christian aspects of Sir Wilfred’s 
humanitarian labors. 


None of these stamps of the North 
are rare, and while they are not all 
available at post offices anymore, 
they can be obtained from profes-

sional philatelic dealers for less than 
$1, and certainly would make an un- 
usual collection for persons who are 
interested in the North, whether they 
are philatelically inclined or not.

The second group of United Na- 
tions postage stamps will be issued 
on Friday, November 16th. This sec- 
ond group will consist of the remain- 
ing five stamps of the ordinary 
series: Ze, 10c, 15c, 20c and 50c. 

The four airmail values (6c, 10c, 
15e and 25c), constituting the third 
group and completing the first issue 
of the United Nations stamps, will be 
released on Friday, November 30th. 

The first group, as previously an- 
nounced, was issued on United Na- 
tions Day, October 24th. 





The remainders of the be embossed 
stamp airmail envelope issued in 1946 
have been overprinted in red to re- 
value them as 6c envelopes. 


The revalued 5c embossed stamp’ 


envelope will probably create a great 
deal of interest among collectors of 
postal stationery and airmail ma- 
terial. Those overprinted in 1946 was 
the Ge revalued to 5ce. The year be- 
fore the shortage of 6c embossed 
stamp envelopes was met by over- 
printing the current Ze envelope with 
“Air Ge Mail” in black. By mistake 
a quantity of the 2c Washington Bi- 
centennial was given the overprint, 
and this is one of the rarest of U.S. 
embossed stamp envelopes for air 
mail. These are definitely collectors’ 
items, 

Five of the new commemoratives 
to be issued in 1952 have already 
been announced by the P.M.G. Dates 
of issue for four of the stamps were 
also announced. Subject of the five 
are: 


Jan. 1—200th Anniversary of the 
Birth of Betsy Ross. 
Jan. 15—50th Anniversary of the 4-H

for this stamp, and nothing 
said about denominations, 
but they are all expected to 
be Ze stamps. 

The P.O. must be planning to issue 
about 12 stamps this year since the 
announcement has come early; and 
the first four of the stamps come the 
first three months of the new year. 

This writer has started an innova- 
tion in first day covers beginning 
with the new 1952 issues, and the 
Battle. of Brooklyn stamp. which 
comes on December 10th. 

The covers will have no cachets, 
but will be combined with older is- 
sues to make them tell a story: They 
are addressed, mailed at different 
rates as first class, airmail, special 
delivery air and ordinary. Sometimes: 
over-franking will be necessary in 
order to get a stamp that will be in 
agreement with the subject of the one 
being issued. The covers will be his- 
torical only, and will help U.S. col- 
lectors to study their stamps more:

In the “first book of instructions 
to a Deputy Post Master, in Canada 
upon his appointment,” issued by T.

“Payment of postage—nothing but 
specie, or its equivalent should be re- 
ceived in payment of postage. 

No credit is to be given except at 
your own risk. In this country an ex- 
ception to this rule exists in the case 
of acocunts kept against the Public, 
Civil and Military Deptartments for 
the payment. of which the govern- 
ment is of course responsible.” —
